Kuomingtang Unrest 
In Burma 

Circles close to the SEATO Coun- 
cil here say that the Command of 
the Chinese Nationalist troops In 
Burma informed by radiogram 
the head of the U.S. military ad- 
visers in Thailand, Major-Gene- 
ral Richard Partrige, that anti- 
American riots in Formosa hav# 
greatly influenced nationalist 
troops stationed in Burma. 

One group of officers and men 
Intend to surrender to th® Bur- 
mese authorities and another 
think that it is time to capitulate 
to Communist China. As there 
1 h no direct communication with 
Formosa, the Command of the 
Chinese nationalist troops, has 
asked the Americans for Instruc- 
tions and assistance. . 

In this connection, Mr. Bishop 
and Major-General R. Partrige 
urgently formed a special group 
consisting of American and Chi- 
nese nationalist intelligence of- 
ficers working ln the SEATO 
Council and rushed It to Burma 
to study the situation ’and take 
the necessary measures. 

The group is headed by Mr. Ben 
Garland, Air Attache of the U.Sk 
Embassy and Mr. George Wilson, 
Counsellor. 

The mission is directed Ho trans- 
fer the dissatisfied soldiers and 
officers of the nationalist troop* 
in Burma to Thailand. Later, 
they will be sent to Formosa for 
trial before a court martial. 
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
